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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 2, line 11, after "tissue penetrating" insert -needle-- 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 2-8, 
10-16, 23-28 are allowed because the prior art fails to disclose an apparatus for 
minimally invasive valve repair as claimed, wherein the apparatus comprising in 
combination of a clip with two end points, each attached to a tissue penetrating needle 
through a flexible member and a pair of release mechanism attached to the end points 
of the clip and a needle holder having an inner tube with a front end adapted to grab the 
needle and slidable inside an outer tube. 

The prior art also fails to disclose the method of holding two valve leaflets in a 
patient together comprising the steps of providing and placing across two valve leaflet a 
clip with at least a tissue penetrating needle attached to an end point of the clip through 
a flexible member
